ment begins its summer pro- 
cess for caring for the school 
buildings. Hooper explained 
that this process involves 
removing and washing the 
furniture in a classroom, 
washing the walls, and then 
stripping and waxing the 
floor. Once the floor is com- 
plete, furniture is replaced 
and the department moves 
on to the next room. 

In addition to general 
school building cleaning and 
refurbishment, public build- 
ings staff will coordinate 
updates for cleaning ventila- 
tors, air systems, and light- 
ing fixtures. The heating 
system, which is out of sea- 
son, will also be serviced 
(air conditioning will be 
serviced in the _ colder 
months, when it is not in 
use). The West Intermediate 
LED lighting retrofit will 
also take place this summer. 

The department also has a 
long list of responsibilities 
outside of the school build- 
ings. Staff are responsible

WILMINGTON — Viet- 
nam veteran John Allen 
Rich finally received the 
heroic recognition he de- 
serves over 50 years after 
his death, thanks to fellow 
Vietnam veteran and ac- 
quaintance, Fred Shine. 

Shine was friends with 
John Allen Rich’s sister, 
Charlotte, in high school, 
and was an acquaintance 
with John because of his 
friendship with his sister. 


shortly after their mar- 
riage, they separated. Soon 
after their separation, Rich 
was drafted into the mili- 
tary service, serving with 
the U.S. M.C. Field Artil- 
lery. John A. Rich was kil- 
led in action on Aug. 25, 
1966. Rich was the first sol- 
dier from Wimington that 
was killed serving the coun- 
try during the Vietnam 
Wer. . 

Because his divorce was 
not finalized, Rich’s estran- 
ged wife was listed as his 
“sole survivor” and next of 
kin. For unknown reasons, 
his estranged wife refused 
to claim his remains, so he 
was claimed by his parents, 
who had moved from 
Wilmington to Mesa, AZ.

How- 
ever, there was no Military 
Marker at his graveside, 
stating his heroism for 
serving his country.

with archive Fun on the 
Fourth programming. We’ll 
be re-airing videos from 1999 
and 2009. We also have re- 
cent coverage from 2017 and 
2018 on the air. Go to wetv.

schedule. 


Thanks to all of those who 


took part in WCTV’s annual 
community survey. This 
year, we again received well 
over 100 responses. This sort 
of data helps guide our mis- 
sion and see where we should 
devote our limited resources. 

¢ 9 out of 10 say WCTV is 
an important part of the 
community that shouldn’t be 
lost 

¢ 69 percent said WCTV 
programming has improved 
over the past 2-3 years 

¢ 87 percent rate the quali- 
ty of WCTV programming at 
either 4 or 5 stars. 

We’re obviously thrilled by 
these results. It shows us that 
the resources we’ve pumped 
into programming and com- 
munity outreach over. the 
past several years hasn’t 
gone unnoticed. 

60 percent of respondents 
also say they’ve learned 
about a community group or 
event through WCTV and 61 
percent say WCTV is a place 
they go to for information 
about Wilmington news and 
events. These are important 
statistics for us as our long- 
term goal is to be a place 
where everyone in town 


goes to be informed. For 
comparison, two years ago, 
the survey found just 31 per- 
cent of respondents went to 
WCTV for community infor- 
mation. 

One of our goals this year 
is to work with nearly a 
dozen Wilmington non-prof- 
its or departments on PSAs 
(public service announce- 
ments) to advertise their 
group or a specific event. 
Hopefully, you’ve seen some 
of those on our air over the 
past few months. If you’re 
part of a group looking to get 
out your message, give us a 
call or send an email. We 
won’t do these for you. But 
we will work with your group 
to help spread the word and 
handle technical hurdles.

She entered the hospital, 
and on May 2, a team head- 
ed by Dr. Dexter used a 
catheter, inserted in her 
arm, then forced up through 
an artery, to explore the 
chambers of her heart. It 
was an extremely painful 
process, but the doctors 
found that a tube was 
plugged between the two 
sides of the heart. She was

Always follow the instruc- 
tions on the packaging. 

Keep a supply of water 
close by as a precaution. 

Make sure the person light- 
ing fireworks always wears 
eye protection.

BARBECUE SAFETY 
Keep perishable foods in a 
cooler with plenty of ice or 
freezer gel packs. Wash your 


| hands before preparing the 
_ food. Don’t leave food out in 
| the hot sun. If you are going 
| to cook on a grill, follow 
_ these steps: 


Always supervise a barbe- 


| cue grill when in use. Don’t 
| add charcoal starter fluid

He was allegedly operat- 
ing this conspiracy with his 
significant other, Marisol 
Oritz who allegedly assisted 
Alicea in pricing and pack- 
aging the drugs. 

The investigation also re- 
vealed that Alicea was con- 
spiring with over a dozen 
other individuals to traffic in 
sizeable quantities of co- 
caine. These individuals par- 
ticipated in the conspiracy 
by assisting Alicea in pack- 
aging and distributing the 
controlled substances. These 
individuals would also dis- 
tribute cocaine in transac- 
tions brokered by Alicea, 
and to their own customers. 

The investigation into this 
conspiracy also indicates 
that some members were 
connected to other acts of 
violence utilizing firearms 
in the community. The in- 


vestigation into this activity 
is ongoing and additional 
charges could be issued. 

On June 27, 2019, law en- 
forcement officers from the 
Massachusetts State Police 
and the Lowell Police Depart- 
ment executed 12 search war- 
rants at locations in Lowell, 
Lawrence, Dracut and Tewks- 
bury believed to be used by 
the co-conspirators in the fur- 
therance of their narcotics- 
related activities. 

Over the course of the 
investigation law enforce- 
ment discovered and seized 
over two kilograms of sus- 
pected cocaine, two hand- 
guns, over $300,000, several 
pounds of marijuana, 
MDMA, Oxycodone, Perco- 
cet, Suboxone, cutting agents 
and a money counter.

Fire up that 
Fourth of July 


Because coals can reach 
such a high temperature, 
charcoal also creates that 
wonderful smokey flavor that 
everyone craves. 

When drippings from meat 
fall onto hot coals, the drip- 
pings turn into a flavor pack- 
ed steam and smoke that is 
absorbed by the food, result- 
ing in that unique, charcoal 
grilled taste. 

Charcoal grills are light- 
weight and portable, making 
it easy to bring for camping 
or tailgating. Although small 
travel size gas grills are 
available, in general they are 
too large and heavy to bring 
to a park or beach. 

Financially, charcoal grills 


are much more budget 


friendly to purchase than gas 
grills. The starting price for 
a charcoal grill is about $25, 
and the gas grill starts at 
upwards of $100. 

However, the operating 
cost of a charcoal grill can 
be higher than a gas grill. A 
20lb bag of charcoal will last 
for about three grilling ses- 
sions, but one propane tank 
will last for 25 to 30 grilling 
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with gas or charcoal.

It is easy to grill a variety of 
foods with a quick touch o 
a button, and temperatur 
controls allow for a quic 
preheat, great for last 
minute dinner preparation. 
Some gas grills even have a 
side burner that can be used 
for boiling water for pasta or 
rice. 

Preparation time for a 
charcoal grill is not as quick 
and easy. You must allow 
yourself time to fill the grill 
with coals, light them, and 
then wait 15 to 20 minutes to 
reach proper cooking tem- 
perature. 7° 7” 

Clean up is also more cum- 
bersome with charcoal, as 
you must dispose of cooled 
coals and ashes, and remove 
the grill for proper cleaning. 

Safety is always a priority 
when grilling with any type 
of grill, but with gas you 
must always be sure your 
propane tank is properly in- 
stalled.and free of any leaks. 
Keep all grills at least 10 feet 
away from the house or deck. 

Charcoal or gas really 
comes down to personal pref- 
erence. Either way, knowing 
how to properly grill your 
favorite foods is the real 
trick. 

When grilling the perfect 
steak, remove steak from re- 
frigerator and season with 
salt and pepper 20 to 30 min- 
utes before grilling. This 
will allow the salt to start to 
dissolve from the moisture it 
is drawing from the meat. 
This, in turn, will create a 
delicious crust that will seal 
in remaining moisture. Also, 
removing from refrigeration 
early will cut down on cook- 
ing time, and result in jui- 
cier meat. Always sear meat 
on high heat, then lower 
heat for remainder of cook 
time for optimum flavor. 
Remember, meat will con- 
tinue to cook for 5 minutes 
after cooking. This is called 
“resting.” Interior tempera- 
ture for steak should be 125 
degrees fahrenheit, so allow- 
ing for resting time, you

. To add flavor, use 
marinade, rub or brine on 
chicken 8 to 24 hours before 
cooking. This will allow you 
to kick back and relax while 
you grill without constant 
basting. 

Make ‘sure the grill is 
clean, greased and preheat- 
ed. Grill chicken on medium 
or indirect heat for most of 
the cooking time to avoid 
over cooking. Always cover 
the grill when cooking chick- 
en to hold in heat. (if your 
grill doesn’t have a cover, 
use an upside down foil pan 
as a cover.) Use a meat 
thermometer to check interi- 
or temperature. For proper- 
ly cooked chicken, interior 
temperature should read 165 
degrees fahrenheit.

experienced. Shine realized 
the entire country, including 
his hometown of Wilmington, 
had a negative attitude tow- 
ard returning Vietnam veter-

‘Shitie had several friends, 
including John Rich, that 
never -returned from their 
tour of duty in Vietnam, and 
was shocked by the response 
he Yeceived when he asked 
about a Memorial for his fel- 
low Vietnam veterans. 

‘Shine was told by a former 
town.-selectmen, who was in 
office at the time of Shine’s 
return from Vietnam, that 

Wilmington does not need 
any monuments to Vietnam. 
We need to forget that time in 
History, and let it go away.” 

‘Shiné could not “let it go 
away,”.and was determined to 
right this wrong in the coun- 
try’s history. Shine raised 
thoney himself, and arranged 
for beautiful Military Monu- 


-ments to be placed on four of 


the five Vietnam War soldiers 


toe 


buried in Wilmington. 

But, Shine was faced with 
many roadblocks trying to 
get a Military Marker for the 
fifth soldier, John A. Rich. 
For years, Shine tried to 
solve the problem of obtain- 
ing Rich’s “DD24” (Military 
Discharge Papers). But they 
could only be obtained by 
Rich’s estranged wife, who 
was unwilling to cooperate 
with Shine. 

Without Rich’s discharge 
papers, Shine was unable to 
cut through the government 
red tape in order to get a 
Military Marker for Rich’s 
grave site. 

Year after year, Shine was 


pained to see Rich’s grave . 


site overlooked on Memorial 
Day and Veterans Day. When 
flags and flowers would be 
distributed to other Veteran’s 
monuments, Rich’s grave 
site was missed because his 
was an unmarked grave. 
After years of frustration 
trying to obtain Rich’s Mi- 
litary Marker through prop- 
er channels, Shine took mat-

ters into his own hands. 

Using money he won from 
participating in a golf tour- 
nament. last year, Shine 
bought a bronze plaque for 
Rich’s grave site. 

Shine said, “I set that 
money aside, fully intending 
to do something good,” ad- 
ding, “I have ‘always consid- 
ered myself very lucky, for if 
the cards were dealt differ- 
ently, I could very easily 
have been in one of those 
graves.” 

The bronze plaque arrived 
last week, and was installed 
in the Field Of Crosses, by 
the Wildwood Cemetery, the 
very next day. 

Shine continues to keep the 
memories alive of all of the 
lost Vietnam War veterans 
by speaking on their behaves 
at local schools. Shine has 
visited the Wilmington High 
School for the past 11 years, 
and the Shawsheen Tech for 
the last four years, ensuring 
students know the sacrifices 
these young soldiers made 
for their country.
